Sprinkling System Will Be 
Installed Immediately 
With WPA Funds 








Installation of sprinkling equip- 
ment and the sowing of grass on 
Euclid avenue parkway from the 
Santa Fe tracks south to the 
new city limits is going to be 
started immediately with the 
granting by the WPA of another 
improvement project. 

Improvement of the parkway 
was one of the first projects 
sought by the city in the WPA 
program but approval of the proj- 
ect did not come until this week. 
Sum of more than $15,000 has 
been alloted to the city for 
beautifying the parkway for @ 
distance of several blocks, the 
new lawn to be in keeping with 
the appearance and distinctive- 
ness of the parkway that now 
extends from A street to Foot- 
nill boulevard. 

As soon as workmen are avail- 
able the installation of equipment 
for sprikling the parkway will 
be started. The grass will be 
gown as soon as all preparations 
have been completed. 

This project assures further 
improvement of the district which 
recently was annexed to Upland. 
Already underway are various 
projects giving the residents bet- 
ter water service, better streets 
and curbs and a sewer system. 

Euclid avenue is hailed as one 
of the most beautiful arteries in 
the nation. Further improvement 
of the parkway will add consid- 
erable to the attractiveness of the 
avenue. 

City officials and residents re- 
gret that the Pacific Electric spur 
for freight cars extends down the 
center of the parkway from the 
Pacific Electric main line to 
Stowell avenue. Presence of the 
tracks detracts considerable from 
appearance of the parkway.

Outstanding for its small num. 
ber and showing improvement on 
the part of local motorists, only 
four automobile accidents have 
occurred in Upland this month. 
Three of them were on Euclid ave- 
nue and the fourth one was on A 
street at Third avenue. 

Number of accidents here is far 
below the average that have been 
occurring every 30-day period 
within the city. Due to Foothill 
boulevard going through here 
carrying heavy traffic, many acci- 
dents occur in the district and are 
reported locally. The report from 
Chief of Police Ernest Mehl today, 
however, includes only those crash- 
es occurring within the city. A 
further feature of the report is 
that no one was injured in the ac- 
cidents.

In Upland there are approxi- 
mately two Republicans for every 
Democrat—on ‘the basis of the 
|1015 local people who have reg- 
istered for the 1936 elections. 

Of those registered 642 are Re- 
publicans and 373 are Democrats. 
The registration is less than half 
completed here. 

Throughout the county, the 
Democrats lead the Republicans 
with the Bourbons having 54 per 
cent 
G. O. P. 42 per cent. At one time 
in tpe regtistration totals, 64 per 
cent were Demcecrats. 

On the basis of the totals for 
the incorporated cities in the 
ccunty, Upland is the strongest 
Republican center. Ontario is 
| quite evenly divided with 1768 
Republicans and 1544 Democrats. 

Totals for the county follow: 
|Republicans, 12,729; 
115,338; decline to state, 1582 
miscellaneous parties, 409. 

As each week registration 
jis completed, officials of the coun- 
| ty clerk’s office tabulate the to- 
{tals as to political parties. The 
| figures indicate an increase in the 
number of Republicans and a de- 
! crease among the Democrats. 
| Three weeks ago the Bourbons 
|had 64 per cent of the registra- 
| tion. Two weeks ago the totals 
| showed 56 per cent of the regis- 
| tration and this week the figure

Head of California Farm Bu- 
reau Back From Confer- 
ence on AAA Substitute

Of interest to local citrus grow- 
ers and members of the Farm Bu- 
reau will be the report of R. 
Blackburn, California Farm Bu- 
reau president, following a con- 
ference in Washington, D. C., on 
a substitute for the AAA. 

The new plan evolved by the 
American Farm bureau is even 
more significant and comprehens- 
ive than the soil conservation 
measure recently suggested in 
Washington, he said. 

While including soil conserva- 
tion features, he said, the farm 
bureau’s proposal’ goes to the orig- 
in and source of loss of soil fer- 
tility, the devastation caused by 
lack of control of the forces which 
are responsible for soil erosion. 

He described the substitute for 
the AAA as a new pattern of agri- 
cultural adjustment and explained 
that the new legislation proposed 
by the farm bureau had been en-
